HE disclosure by Mr Hui 
Ngok ot Friday's opening 
coremony of the Chincac 
Manufacturors’ Union ox- 
hibition that in six weeks 
the Union collected 454 
applications for new In- 
dustrial sites (covering an 
area of over nine million 
squaro feet) may have 
come ag a surprise to many. 
The figure, of course, re- 
presenta a demand that’ has 
existed for many months. 
Shortago of sitea and the 
high cost of avallable land 
have contained this demand 
and as Mr Hul points out 
Kun Tong, the area present. 
ly belng reclaimed for 
industry, ts unlikely to 
satisfy existing needs. 


But {t is generally accepted 
that there js still much 
scope for new Industry In 
the Colony and although 
the completed Kun Tong 
project will do much to 
accommodate both new- 
comers and existing in- 
dustries that are too cramp- 
ed in thelr present 
Jocation, it is essential to 
look nhead and Jf possible 
to keep abreast of prospec- 
tlve demand. No reclaimed 
land will ever be wasted 
and it seems reasonably 
certain that many foreign 
manufacturers operating 
under quite severe restric- 
tions und handicaps in 
other parts of the Far East 
ond Southeast Asia will be 
looking to Hongkong with 
Krowing favour as their 
difficulties increase. 


SELY the CMU agrees 

there is a need to utilise 
available land prudently 
and {t has accepted the {dea 
that manufecturors must| porta 
now be encouraged to follow 
the general architectural 
trend in this Colony by 
building upwards Instead of ' 
outwards. Government — or 
at Jeasi individuals in Gov-

HE boss is human, too. 
When something hap- 
pens to his health, the re- 
porcussions may ° go far 
through his organisation, 
affecting many persons and 
much money. Too often 
neither the company nor the 
boss pays much attention to 
his health. 


Here's un history to prove it, 
adapted from a report by Robert 
J, Clarke and David W. Ewlng 
en a new approach to employce 
health programmes. The man 
wos an executive, 52 ycars old 
and active. He had suffered for 
about elght years from Iindlges- 
tion, which ho knew camo from 
gallstones. He had nevor found 
time to heed the udvice ty have 
tem out. r 


At a Christmas party, he ale 
too much rich food, and was soon 
seized with terrible abddminal 
pala, vomiting, shortness of 
breath and pallor. Knowing tho 
ways of gallstones, he assurcd 
hts famlly that be woud be all 
right, ond advised them Ww go 
tight on with their party. 


But he was sick for five days, 
and for the next three weeks he 
continued to have “Indigestion,” 
though It scemed to differ from 
the kind he was aecustomed to 
having. He was now very busy 
preparing for an annual board 
meeting, and besides he was em~ 
berrassad about calling his doc- 
tor and confessing his neglect 
of the advice about surgery. 


SERIOUS NEGLECT 


During the board mecting he 
wes selzed with excruciating paln 
und had ty give up. Diagnosis? 
Gall-bladder and atones, of 
course! But no—it was a coron- 
ery heart attack, and this was 
the second one. The first was his 
“indigestion” at Christmas, Now 
it was too late for the gall-blad- 
der surgery, because of the critl- 
cal condition of the heart. 

This man lost his health, and 
probably shortened his Mfe.--He 
was at the height cf a success- 
ful career, and at an age too 
carly to give in. If he had 
followed the medical advice 
about removal of his gallstones, 
he would not now be Uving tn 
fear cf an ottack from that 
quarter, And {ff he had gone 
for his surgery, the examlnations 
and precautionary tests involved 
in preparation for operation, 
would puobably have revealed 
the state of his artericy and the 
Imminence of a possible heart 
attack.

BRITISH DEVELOPMENTS IN THE, PAST TEN YEARS.

Since 1945, more 
than 100 different 
designs of non- 
aircraft gas turbine 
ranging in output 
from 30 horsepower 
to 35,000 orse- 
power have been de- 
veloped in various 
parts of the world, 
the biggest individual 
contributor being 
Britain, with a total 
of over 40 projects in 
hand. 


These turbines huve been ap- 
plied toa wide variety of duties, 
including electricity generation, 
gas and liquid pumping, com- 
pressed air supply, marine pro- 
uel and railway locomotion. 

have chiefly been of the 
Internal combustion type, burn- 
ing ight or heavy ols, natural 
or process gases, tars, coal, peut 
or sawdust, but a few have 
derived their energy solely from 
the waste heat of industrial 
plants such as = gasworks ond 
chemlcal works, 


Becnuse most of the develop-. 
ment cffort on Industrial gas 
turbines has been confined to the 
post - war years, there Js 
a tendency to assume that these 
engines are based on the well- 
known "jot" of the alrcraft 
world. In point of fact, all the 
exsential principles of the com- 
bustion turbine were patented 
by John Barber, of Nuncaton, 
England. tin 1791. The first 
working gas turbine was 
demonstrated in Franco in 1905, 
and, during the 1930s, a Swiss 
concern marketed a number ol 
high-performance gas turbines of 
modern layout. This activity 
preceded the first flight of a jet- 
propelied alreraft by several 
yeara.
